sive repairs of the roof 
were completed. 

Refursbishment is con¬ 
tinuing to get the facility 
up to scratch and young 
people suggested what 
they would like to see 
changed on Saturday.

Changes have also been 
made to the entrance to 
make the club accesible 
for all, and a further plan¬ 
ning application to adapt 
the front gate for disabled 
access has recently been 
approved, as well as an ap¬ 
plication for solar pan¬ 
elling.

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Survey confirms need for skatepark 


A COMPREHENSIVE consultation exercise with the 
young people of Lyme Regis and district has underlined 
the need for a skatepark. 

The process was carried out between November and 
Eebruary in the form of a questionnaire distributed at St 
Michael’s Primary School, the Woodroffe School, The 
Hub youth club, LymeNET, Charmouth Primary School 
and other primary schools in the area. 

The questionnaires were put together by a sub-group of 
Lyme Regis Town Council’s Skatepark Working Group 
consisting of Councillor Lucy Campbell, the driving 
force behind the skatepark project, Ellen Austin from Ly- 
meEorward and county youth worker Harry Warren. 

The results of the survey were presented to the council’s 
Strategy and Policy Committee in a report by Councillor 
Campbell who said she was “really pleased” that there 
was a total of 668 responses to the questionnaire.

♦ Of those who responded 59% were aged 13-17,33% 
were 9-12 and 5% were 5-8 years. 

♦ 86% lived within a 10-mile radius on Lyme Regis; 
11% within a 20-mile radius. 

♦ 84% said they wanted a skatepark. 

♦ Of the 84% that said yes to a skatepark, 56% said 
they would use it (313); 44% said they wouldn’t. 

♦ Of the 313 individuals who said they would use it, 
90% lived within a 10-mile radius of Lyme. 

♦ 55% said they visited other skateparks, the most pop¬ 
ular being Seaton, Bridport and Axminster. 

♦ 61% said they would use the skatepark once a week. 

♦ 71 % said they would use the skatepark in the after- 


Town meeting clash over council staff 


A COUNCILLOR was denied access 
to the employment file of a council 
employee on long-term sick leave, 
it was alleged at last week's annual 
town meeting. 

Resident and former town council 
employee Derek Hallett drew atten¬ 
tion to a number of issues involving 
disputes with staff. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, interupted Mr Hallett and told 
him it was not council policy to dis¬ 
cuss staffing matters in public. 

But Mr Hallett refused to sit down, 
pointing out that it was a meeting 


of town electors and that it was the 
electors who paid the council 
wages. 

Mr Hallett asked if any councillor 
wanted to comment on the staffing 
issues. 

New councillor George Symonds 
said the council staffing problems 
were a concern to him. 

He told the meeting: "I have asked 
to see the work folder of a staff 
member on long-term sick leave 
only to be told that I could not have 
access to it. I was referred to stand¬ 
ing orders which states that only 


line managers shall have access to 
employee records. 

"The mayor could have given per¬ 
mission as leader of the council but 
she refused." 

Councillor Symonds said the 
council staff were now playing 
"catch-up" because of staff either on 
sick leave or not turning up for work 
and he called for an urgent review 
of all staffing procedures. 

"I was elected to represent the 
views of Lyme Regis electorate but 
I feel I am being blocked from 
doing this," he said.

noons; 25% in the evening and 9% in the morning. 

After presenting the report. Councillor Campbell told 
the committee that those who responded to the survey 
represented a good cross section of the young people in 
the Lyme Regis area. 

Councillor Terry O’Grady congratulated Councillor 
Campbell on “an excellent report”. 

Councillor Daryl Turner thought the format of the ques¬ 
tionnaire was “absolutely brilliant” but wondered why 
there was not a question about location. 

Councillor Campbell replied that there was no choice 
over location. The proposed site at the Charmouth Road 
car park was the only one available. Every other sugges¬ 
tion had been turned down by the town or district coun¬ 
cil. 

Councillor Turner said some of the other suggestions 
were turned down by the old town council but they now 
had new members. 

Councillor Campbell said the next rung on the ladder 
was to come back to the council with designs and costings 
and there would be further consultation with the young 
people on this. Councillor O’Grady was fronting a 
fundraising group and there was “a lot going on in the 
background”. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis asked how the funding was 
going. 

Councillor Campbell replied that there was £17,000 in 
the pot and the council had agreed to give £25,000 out of 
surpluses every year for the next 
three years. 

Councillor Ellis said it was 
important that the skate¬ 
boarders were seen to be 
raising money themselves 
because they would earn 
the respect of the public.

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RNirs record £55k total 


AN all-time record fundraising total for the past year 
was revealed at Monday’s annual meeting of the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth RNLI Guild. 

Members were told that the total raised, including 
Lifeboat Week, was just under £55,000. 

Chairman Rob Michael said 2011 had been “by far 
the best year ever and Lifeboat Week was exceptional”. 

This year, he said, another packed Lifeboat Week was 
planned with many highlights including the Red Ar¬ 
rows, the RAF Falcons, the Red Bull Matadors and a 
special ceremony to name and dedicate the town’s new 
lifeboat. 

Another major fundraiser for the past year was the 
RNLI gift shop on the Cobb. Manager Brian Cursley 
reported that shop sales had risen to £155,760, an in¬ 
crease of more than 22 per cent on 2010. 

He went on to single out some top sellers, including 
7,784 packs of Christmas cards, 2,178 calendars and 
190 boxes of the new Lyme Regis jigsaw. 

Busy start for 

LYME Regis lifeboat crew have been putting their 
new "Spirit of Loch Fyne" boat to good use, with 
three call-outs in a week. 

Last Sunday (April 15th) the crew were called out 
after reports of two paragliders in difficulty between 
Abbotsbury and West Bexington, which turned out 
to be anglers kite fishing. 

The lifeboat was launched at 3pm on request of 
the coastguards but at 3.20pm it was confirmed the 
sighting was not of paragliders but anglers. The 
crew arrived on the scene at 3.21 pm and were stood 
down. 

■ ON Wednesday, the crew were launched after 
walkers on Marine Parade reported a swimmer in 
difficulty off Cobb Gate. 

The crew were launched at 7.59am and, on arrival. 


The harbour-side shop, run by 40 volunteers, had the 
highest turnover in the South West and was the second 
most successful RNLI outlet in the UK. 

Guest speaker at the meeting was Elliott Dale from 
the Corinthian rowing team that took part in the gru¬ 
elling Atlantic Challenge earlier this year. He spoke on 
his team’s 48 days at sea, which saw them placed in 
sixth. 

He told how three of the rowers lost nine stones be¬ 
tween them, climbed a 60 feet wave, lost two oars, 
toasted Christmas Day in the Atlantic with a glass of 
wine, and still remained friends after the race! 

At the end of the meeting a presentation was made to 
retiring committee member David Gallier who for 
seven years has organised many of the military events 
for Lifeboat Week, including the Red Arrows and the 
RAF Falcons. Richard Cunningham is taking over the 
role.

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil has given the final go 
ahead for an awning to be 
installed outside the Bay 
Hotel, but has failed to 
agree whether or not an 
extra fee should be 
charged for it. 

The Bay Hotel on Ma¬ 
rine Parade recently 
gained planning permis¬ 
sion for an awning to be 
erected above its outdoor 
seating area but town 
councillors quickly put a 
stop to the installation, 
stating that no permission 
had been given for small 
parts of Marine Parade to 
be dug up. They later 
agreed to the installation 
after speaking to owner 
Brendan Cable and gave 
the final go ahead at last 
week’s full council meet¬ 
ing. 

However, advice from 
the council’s solicitor has 
now stated the awning is 
chargeable, as it brings 
extra benefits to the Bay 
Hotel compared to other 
seafront businesses which 
have outdoor tables and 
chairs with no cover. 

Long overdue 

Having recently agreed 
on licence fees for the use 
of tables and chairs on Ma¬ 
rine Parade, which in¬ 
cluded a 50 per cent 
discount for the first year, 
town clerk Mike Lewis 
suggested the council do 
not grant the discount to 
the Bay Hotel in light of 
the benefits of the awning. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said: “It is long overdue 
that we resolve this issue 
so the business in question 
can get on and use this 
awning so I suggest we 
make a decision tonight.” 

Councillor Gage added 
that he thought the awning 


was “definitely charge¬ 
able” as it brought benefits 
to the business and he 
thought excluding the Bay 
Hotel from the discount 
was a “sensible idea”. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
argued: “I don’t feel a 
charge is appropriate. We 
are trying to help busi¬ 
nesses in an extremely dif¬ 
ficult economic climate. 
I’m happy for this to be 
pushed through tonight but 
I don’t think charges 
should come into it.” 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis agreed that a decision 
should be made quickly 
but said she had not had 
enough time to consider 
additional charges for the 
awning. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell said: “We hire the 
services of a solicitor to 
give us advice so it seems 
silly to then ignore that ad¬ 
vice. It’s chargeable.” 

She agreed with Council¬ 
lor Ellis that they needed 
more time to consider 
charges. 

Councillor Turner pro¬ 
posed that the awning was 
allowed with a simple li¬ 
cence as with the tables 
and chairs at other seafront 
businesses. Councillor 
Anita Williams agreed but 
said they could not ignore 
the issue of whether to 
charge or not - they had to 
make a decision, she 
added. 

Councillor Gage pro¬ 
posed agreeing to the li¬ 
cence and deciding on 
charges at the next Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee 


meeting, which he sug¬ 
gested as an amendment to 
Councillor Turner’s pro¬ 
posal. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
disagreed, adding: “What 
if the Bay Hotel thinks our 
charges are unreasonable 
and they have already put 
up the awning? We can’t 
leave them in that kind of 
limbo.” 

Councillor Turner with¬ 
drew his proposal and 
Councillor Ellis proposed 
agreeing to the licence for 
the awning and discussing 
whether or not to charge 
for it at the next committee 
meeting, which was 
agreed. 

Decking refused 

Town councillors refused 
a request from Mr Cable to 
create a decked area out¬ 
side the Bay Hotel for his 
outdoor seating. Eollowing 
discussion at the recent 
Strategy and Policy Com¬ 
mittee meeting, this was 
given a final refusal at last 
week’s full council meet¬ 
ing with no further discus¬ 
sion. 

Eurther west along Ma¬ 
rine Parade, a planning ap¬ 
plication for an awning 
over the outdoor terrace of 
Harry Tate’s tapas restau¬ 
rant has just been ap¬ 
proved by West Dorset 
District Council. 

The retractable awning 
would be white material 
with a white, aluminium 
frame. Lyme Regis Town 
Council also recom¬ 
mended approval of the 
application. 


Colonel Brierley: Town's traffic 
issues are not being ignored 


TOWN councillors have been assured that 
traffic problems in Lyme Regis are “not 
being left alone”. 

The assurance came from Dorset 
County Councillor for Lyme Regis, 
Colonel Geoffrey Brierley, following a 
county council statement published in the 
Lyme Regis News that said “we have no 
plans to further restrict delivery vans or 
buses as these are relied upon by local 
businesses and people”. 

At last week’s meeting of Lyme Regis 
Town Council, Councillor Mark Gage re¬ 
ferred to the article and asked Colonel 
Brierley what the county council’s current 
position was on dealing with the traffic is¬ 
sues. He added: “We need to deal with this 
as soon as possible.” 

Councillor Anita Williams, chairman of 
the town’s Planning and Highways Com¬ 


mittee, said one of her main concerns was 
the suggested yellow hatching and other 
traffic calming measures for Church 
Street, which seemed to have “just van¬ 
ished” from discussion. 

Colonel Brierley said: “It has not just 
been left alone. No issues in Lyme Regis 
are left alone by me and they haven’t been 
for the past seven years.” 

Speaking on the faded sign at the top of 
Church Street, which asks drivers to give 
way to oncoming traffic. Councillor Terry 
O’Grady asked when it would be re¬ 
placed. 

Colonel Brierley replied: “Unfortu¬ 
nately we are bound by red tape. Until the 
sign is about 95 per cent not visible they 
won’t re-paint it. I have told them its got 
to be done and I can do no more. Don’t 
shoot the messenger!” 
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Council to reconsider 
shelters hiring hours 

TOWN councillors have questioned the hours in 
which areas of the Marine Parade shelters in Lyme 
Regis can be hired. 

The issue was raised by Councillor Terry O'Grady at 
last week's meeting of Lyme Regis Town Council. 
Councillor O'Grady said he had heard that the shelters 
could not be hired after 8pm, which he did not think 
had been agreed by the council. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said they did not have the 
staff to lock up the shelters late at night. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said this was a "fault of the 
council", adding that her previous suggestion of hir¬ 
ing a caretaker for the shelters would mean they 
could be open all hours. 

Councillor O'Grady said: "If people can hire it over 
the weekend and return the keys on Monday why 
can't they keep them overnight?" 

The issue was referred to the next Strategy and Pol¬ 
icy Committee meeting. 

New housing policy 

A NEW county-wide housing allocation policy has 
been introduced in Dorset, but town councillors are 
unsure how it will affect affordable house-hunters in 
Lyme Regis. 

Speaking at last week's Lyme Regis Town Council 
meeting, district councillor Daryl Turner announced 
the new joint policy between five authorities in 
Dorset had been launched and he would be able to 
give more details on it soon. 

Councillor Barbara Austin asked what the policy in¬ 
cluded on housing allocation, adding: "Lyme Regis 
has been dealt very badly with local people being al¬ 
located local housing." 

CouncillorTurner said:"The local issue was my main 
question to West Dorset. What is local? But these an¬ 
swers have not come back to me yet." 

Councillor Austin said she was sure Councillor 
Turner would "fight for Lyme's corner". 

CouncillorTurner said he would report back soon.

A LYME Regis councillor 
has said she hopes the 
town council will “fight to 
the end” to re-open Tener- 
iffe Path. 

Councillor Anita 
Williams, chairman of the 
town’s Planning and 
Highways Committee, 
made the statement at last 
week’s full council meet¬ 
ing. 


Councillors were asked

rister would advise on 
what evidence was 
needed for the case and 
then proceed to represent 
the town council at a pub¬ 
lic inquiry. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
was concerned that a set 
cost for the barrister, pre¬ 
viously mentioned in con¬ 
fidential documents, 
should be agreed on. 


Councillor Mark Gage 
said he did not think that 
was necessary, adding: 
“This proposal shows that 
Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil will stick up for the ac¬ 
cess rights of the people 
of this town and will not 
have rights of way 
blocked.” 

Councillor Turner said 
he agreed but the council 


had a “limited bucket” 
and was “very tight on 
money”. 

Councillor Williams 
said she agreed but hoped 
the council would “fight 
to the end” to re-open the 
path, to which councillors 
nodded in agreement. 

Councillors agreed upon 
the set cost mentioned in 
confidential documents.

He also referred to an 
article in last week’s View 
From Lyme Regis, in 
which chief executive of 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, Marcus Dixon, 
stated that there were no 
immediate plans to install 
the panels or close the 
road, and this was just an 
“option for the future”. 

Councillor O’Grady 
added that he would also 


not like to see Church 
Street closed again in the 
near future. 

Councillor Austin also 
asked why the address on 


the two planning applica¬ 
tions was listed as Lyme 
Regis Boys’ Club, when it 
had been changed to Lyme 
Regis Club for Young Peo¬ 


ple several years ago and 
more recently to The Hub. 

Councillor O’Grady said 
this was still the address 
listed on the post code.

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Gig club asks for council's 
support in finding more 
space at Monmouth Beach

VICE-president of Lyme 
Regis Gig Club, Ken 
Whetlor, as asked the 
town council to support 
the club by providing 
more space for storage at 
Monmouth Beach. 

Former town councillor 
Mr Whetlor used the pub¬ 
lic forum of last week’s 
full council meeting to ask 
what progress had been 
made since the club’s 
chairman wrote to coun¬ 
cillors to ask for more 
storage space at Mon¬ 
mouth Beach, which 
would “enable the club to 
grow”. 

The gig club already 
uses two parking spaces 
and a boathouse at Mon¬ 
mouth Beach, but Mr 
Whetlor said more space 
was needed for the ex¬ 
panding club, which will 
launch its third wooden 
gig this summer. 

He said: “Lyme Regis 
Gig Club was launched 
just over five years ago 
and in that time has grown 
rapidly with three wooden 
Cornish Pilot Gigs, a fi¬ 
breglass boat, a safety 


boat, a boathouse, trol¬ 
leys, trailers and lots of 
other equipment. 

“The club has grown 
quickly too and there are 
over 100 rowing mem¬ 
bers, social members and 
a fast-developing youth 
section. 

“Lyme Regis does not 
have a dedicated sports 
centre and the gig club of¬ 
fers an easy way for peo¬ 
ple to take part in the 
healthy sport of sea row¬ 
ing, as a way of keeping 
fit, for recreation and to 
compete in what is the 
South West’s fastest 
growing marine sport.” 

Mr Whetlor said he had 
hoped the council would 
“press ahead” with the 
idea to align the beach 
huts with those at the 
Cobb end of Monmouth 
Beach, which would cre¬ 
ate space for a second 


boathouse. The town 
council previously sub¬ 
mitted a planning applica¬ 
tion for this but was 
advised to withdraw it 
after Natural England ob¬ 
jected on the grounds of 
protecting the scaly 
cricket species which 
lives in the area. 

Mr Whetlor continued: 
“It would seem that the 
town council has chosen 
instead to kowtow to the 
instructions of the quango 
Natural England, who put 
the interests of the crick¬ 
ets, who may hop about 
on the beach, before those 
of local people. 

“I do hope that Lyme 
Regis Town Council 
recognises the value of the 
town’s gig club as a sport¬ 
ing opportunity for local 
people and generating in¬ 
come for businesses down 
at the Cobb, and will con¬ 


tinue to look at ways that 
space can be found for an 
additional storage shed. 

“The town council has 
found ways to support the 
sailing club, power boat 
club and the bowls club. I 
would like to think that 
you could do the same for 
the gig club.” 

The town clerk Mike 
Lewis has stated that there 
are no immediate plans to 
submit a second planning 
application to align the 
beach huts and provide a 
second boathouse. 

Later in the meeting, 
councillors agreed to ex¬ 
tend the licenses to the gig 
club for the two parking 
spaces and boathouse at 
Monmouth Beach until 
March 31st 2015. The 
council is expected to set 
a fee for these licenses 
shortly, having previously 
offered the space for free. 

The town clerk said he 
was keen to get the li¬ 
censes on a “more formal” 
and legal footing.

Shooting range gets the go ahead

PLANS for a new 100 
metre shooting range at 
The Tunnel Target Sports 
Centre, near Charmouth, 
have been given the final 
go ahead. 

Last week, the View 
From Lyme Regis reported 
on the planning application 
at The Tunnel, formerly 
part of the A35 trunk road, 
which had sparked con¬ 
cerns with neighbours at 
Thistlegate House residen¬ 
tial home. 

Owner of the nursing 
home and next door 
Thistlegate Lodge holiday 
let, John Corney, was con¬ 
cerned the shooting range 
would be a risk to the sur¬ 
rounding area, offering 
anti-terrorist, miltary-style 
training - a claim strongly 
refuted by The Tunnel’s 
owner, Richard Clist. 

Speaking at last week’s 
meeting of West Dorset 
District Council’s Devel¬ 
opment Control Commit¬ 
tee, Mr Corney said: "We 
will feel vulnerable within 
50 yards or so. We will fear 
that terrorists could be 
booking into the Lodge. 
This facility should be 
within a secure military 
compound and not oper¬ 
ated here as a commercial 
business. 

“Once the range is here 
there will be no control 
over what is used in it and 
what type of weapons. 


This proposal is wholly in¬ 
appropriate in this area." 

A second objector, Nor¬ 
man Jones, was concerned 
about the scale of the de¬ 
velopment and the use of 
the new building. 

He said: "This is out of 
all proportion to The Tun¬ 


nel's original concept for 
small bore and pistols." 

He said that with 4,000 
delegates being talked 
about the scale of the oper¬ 
ation "would not be appro¬ 
priate for what, essentially, 
is a tourist area on the Jur- 
rasic Coast", adding that 


he feared it would lead to 
parking problems. 

"This use is better suited 
to a military establishment 
with the necessary security 
measures,” he concluded. 

In regards to noise con¬ 
cerns, councillors who vis¬ 
ited the site while firing 
was taking place each said 
they had problems hearing 
gunfire above the noise of 
the traffic from the A3 5 
and were told that if the 


noise did become worse 
after the application was 
approved the council's en¬ 
vironmental health team 
would investigate and take 
“appropriate measures”. 

Councillor Sewell said 
the scheme would "en¬ 
hance employment in the 
area". 

Councillor Robin Legg 
added: "We were im¬ 
pressed by the security 
when we were there but, of 


course, security is a matter 
for the Home Office and 
the police and they are 
happy with the proposal." 

The application was ap¬ 
proved unanimously and, 
as well as the 100 metre 
range, will include an ar¬ 
moury, disabled toilets and 
a function/lecture room, 
adding to the current facil¬ 
ities of 25 metre and 50 
metre ranges and a cafe.

alongside professional 
musicians Glyn Bush and 
Ralph Cree, and artist 
Andy Hawthorne.

Dom said: “I found inter¬ 
viewing Roy very interest¬ 


ing. When preparing for 
what I saw as chance to 
capture some sound to 
work with for the project, 
I seemed to overlook the 
fact that he had so many 
fascinating stories about 
the Lyme Regis I’d never 
seen or heard of. 

“I was amazed by the 
stories of wartime Lyme 
and the changes that the 
town has undergone phys¬ 
ically and socially since 
then. For example. I’d 
never realised that Cobb 


Gate and the Cobb were 
two segregated fishing 
communities! 

“The day was very inter¬ 
esting and after listening 
through the interview 
again we have some fan¬ 
tastic story-telling to 
weave into the soundscape 
of the project.” 

Project leader Fran 
Williams said: “This proj¬ 
ect has brought different 
individuals and groups of 
young people together, as 
well as with older mem¬ 


bers of the community, 
while exploring our cul¬ 
ture, heritage and local 
identity in different medi¬ 
ums. 

“It’s been a creative jour¬ 
ney; a short, small, action- 
packed project with ideas 
flowing and ceaseless op¬ 
portunities for young peo¬ 
ple to creatively express 
themselves and develop 
skills and interests.”

I decided to publish 
this particular letter be¬ 
cause Mr Mann was not 
the only person to ques¬ 
tion Lyme Forward’s in¬ 
volvement in the land 
trust. At a previous 
meeting district council¬ 
lor Daryl Turner sug¬ 
gested that the people of 
Lyme should be con¬ 
sulted on “who holds the 
purse strings”. 

Lucy Campbell is the 
youngest member of the 
council and did not have 
it easy when she was 
first elected. In fact, she 
was treated quite dis¬ 
gracefully by some 
members when she first 
took her seat but won 
great support from this 
column in her efforts to 
bring a fresh, younger 
perspective to council 
affairs. 

But having been a 


member now for six 
years she holds a much 
more influential posi¬ 
tion as vice-chairman of 
the all-powerful Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Commit¬ 
tee and is now a 
combative debater on all 
the main issues, one of 
the most prolific and 
eloquent speakers in the 
council chamber, as well 
as fronting one of the 
council’s leading proj¬ 
ects, the delivery of a 
skateboard park which 
generates strong opin¬ 
ions on both sides. 

With a much higher 
profile in the new coun¬ 
cil comes greater 
scrutiny and accounta¬ 
bility, not necessarily by 
this newspaper but by 
the electorate. 

In the last election 
Lucy topped the town 
council poll and she 
should draw great confi¬ 
dence from this when 
public opinion is some¬ 
times out of kilter with 
her own views. 

In local government 
you cannot win every 
battle. The secret is to 
win the big ones. And if 
she delivers a skatepark 
in the life of this coun¬ 
cil, that will be a mas¬ 
sive one. 


■ ONE Job that all mayors detest is chairing the 
annual town meeting. It's the one occasion the 
electorate get to air their grievances and com¬ 
plaints and there's been some very lively and un¬ 
comfortable meetings over the years. 

It's where the council committee chairmen give 
a review of their work, which is usually very boring 
and no one takes much notice. 

The interesting bit comes when the meeting is 
thrown open to the floor. 

Last Friday's annual meeting ran true to form 
with mayor Sally Holman being given a particu¬ 
larly hard time on staffing matters (usually a taboo 
subject at pubic meetings). Resident Derek Hallett 
refused to sit down when asked by the mayor and 
new councillor George Symonds also stood his 
ground on the same subject. 

The meeting was attended by just 22 members 
of the electorate in addition to councillors and of¬ 
ficials. That's less than one per cent of the voting 
pubic. 

Such a poor attendance means that, generally 
speaking, the electorate is pleased with how the 
council is running the town... or they couldn't care 
less. 

I suspect it's the latter.

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Seafront internet connection could 
be lasting legacy for Fossil Festival

ORGANISERS of the up¬ 
coming Lyme Regis Fossil 
Festival hope to leave a 
lasting legacy on the town 
in the form of a wireless 
internet connection along 
the seafront. 

Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, which will 
host the festival between 
May May 4th to 6th, has 
been working with experts 
on the guifi.net project in 
Barcelona, which uses 
long-distance WiFi links to 
connect more remote com¬ 
munities to the internet. 

The temporary connec¬ 
tion will be in place for 
this year’s festival, avail¬ 
able in the grand marquee 
on the shingle beach and 
along Monmouth Beach, 
where locals and visitors 
will be able to use their 
smart phones and other in¬ 
ternet devices to learn 
about the Jurassic Coast in 
new and unique ways. 

Development trust cheif 
executive, Marcus Dixon, 
explained: “This type of 
long distance connection 
solves our problem of 
sharing internet access 
from buildings along the 
seafront with users both in 
the Fossil Festival mar¬ 
quee and using the digital 
tools we have developed 
on the beach. 


“Long distance antennae 
are used to connect the 
buildings’ internet access 
with mobile base stations 
in the marquee and on the 
beach. These base stations 
then use a standard WiFi 
router to share their in¬ 


coming connection with 
nearby wireless devices.” 

As the development trust 
will own the equipment, 
they hope to eventually 
provide a lasting legacy in 
the form of a permanent 
wireless connection to 


benefit the town. 

The wireless connection 
will allow visitors to the 
festival to use two new 
digital apps the trust have 
also been working on. 
These are the Jurassic 
Coast Augmented Reality 
app and the Bio Blitz app, 
which includes digital ge¬ 
ological maps of Lyme 
Regis.

Trust argues against'misleading' letter

THE chairman of Lyme 
Regis Development Trust 
and manager of LymeNET 
have spoken out after a 
“misleading” letter printed 
in the View From Lyme 
Regis. 

Trust chairman Wendy 
Davies and LymeNET 
manager and town council¬ 
lor Lucy Campbell both 
made statements at last 
week’s full council meet¬ 
ing. They argued against a 
letter by development trust 
founder Geoff Mann (pub¬ 
lished April 11th), who 
questioned whether Ly- 
meEorward, set up by the 
trust, should “hold the 
purse” if a Community 
Land Trust was set up to 
provide more affordable 
housing in the town, which 
was discussed at a previous 
council meeting. 

In reply, Mrs Davies 
made the following state¬ 
ment, which was read by 
the town clerk, as she was 
unable to attend the meet¬ 
ing: “I would be glad if you 
could assure councillors 
that, contrary to the mis¬ 
leading headline and letter 
in last week's View From 
(April 11th), Lyme Regis 
Development Trust is not 
intending to mn any Com¬ 
munity Land Trust which 
may be set up, nor to be re¬ 
sponsible for any of its fi¬ 
nancial holdings. 

“The discussion at the 


March Community Devel¬ 
opment Partnership meet¬ 
ing was about who might 
manage the organisation of 
a preliminary meeting and 
perhaps oversee the set¬ 
ting-up process. 

Under the umbrella 

“As stated in the minutes, 
it was suggested that Ly- 
meEorward should arrange 
a meeting in early summer 
to give further information 
to anyone interested in tak¬ 
ing the concept forward. 
As chairman of the devel¬ 
opment trust, a member of 
LymeEorward, I agreed to 
lead on this task ‘under the 
umbrella of LymeEor¬ 
ward’. 

“And just to clarify what 
I meant by the term ‘under 
the umbrella of LymeEor¬ 
ward’, LymeEorward is a 
partnership of 90 organisa¬ 
tions in Lyme and the sur¬ 
rounding area, including 
service providers such as 
Magna, the emergency 
services, health services, 
etc. The concept of Local 
Area Partnership is defined 
by WDDC's Policy on 
Support for Local Area 
Partnerships, and the dis¬ 
trict council's expectations 
and requirements are fur¬ 
ther set out in a Service 


Level Agreement between 
WDDC, Lyme Regis Town 
Council and Lyme Regis 
Development Trust. 

“As the partnership has 
no standing in law, LRDT 
acts as the accountable 
body, receiving a grant to 
employ personnel to de¬ 
liver on set targets. 

“Today, incidentally, 
LRDT has accounted to 
WDDC and LRTC for our 
actions over the last year, 
as we are required to do 
every year. The monitoring 
criteria used and a verbal 
report will be made ot next 
week’s Community Devel¬ 
opment Partnership. 

“So when anyone talks 
about operating ‘under the 
umbrella of LymeEor¬ 
ward’, they are indicating 
that they - either as an in¬ 
dividual or an organisation 
- are working towards a 
goal which has been 
agreed by a LymeEorward 
meeting (papers circulated 
in advance to all 90 mem¬ 
bers). 

“An example is the valu¬ 
able work done by Philip 
Sankey in attending 
WATAG meetings on our 
behalf. Similarly, the town 
council in the person of 
Lucy Campbell is leading 


the skatepark project. It 
could be said that all the 
LymeEorward projects not 
directly being carried out 
by our part-time co-ordina- 
tor Ellen Austin would 
have happened anyway; in 
many cases this is true, but 
the LymeEorward um¬ 
brella ensures that others 
know what is happening, 
enabling them to support 
and assist, and for actions 
to be more co-ordinated 
and cost-effective than 
they would otherwise have 
been. 

“Hopefully these benefits 
of partnership working 
outweigh the disadvantage 
of any confusion caused by 
the blurring of absolute 
boundaries.” 

No wrong-doing 

Speaking later in the 
meeting. Councillor 
Campbell made reference 
to a comment about her in 
Mr Mann’s letter, quoting 
her as saying “not to use 
LymeEorward would be a 
watse of a resource”, and 
implying she had a prejudi¬ 
cial interest in the subject 
as an employee of develop¬ 
ment trust subsidary Ly¬ 
meNET. 

She said: “There was no 
talk or intention for Ly¬ 
meEorward or the develop¬ 
ment trust to run the 
Community Land Trust. I 
take objection to the impli¬ 
cation in the letter in the 


paper that there was any 
wrong-doing on my part. 
As clearly stated on the 
register of interests and at 
the meeting I have a per¬ 
sonal and prejudicial inter¬ 
est in any item relating to 
planning, licensing or 
money and as those 
weren’t the case at the 
meeting I rightly stayed 
and discussed and voted on 
it. 

“It’s not the first time I 
have been accused or im¬ 
plied to have done some 
wrong-doing through the 
papers and through letters. 
I’m really fed up with this 
sort of passive agreessive 
way of attacking me and 
my integrity when I have 
done nothing wrong and 
only worked to improve 
the lives of the local com¬ 
munity.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin, 
who was also mentioned in 
the letter because her sister 
works for LymeEorward, 
said she would prefer that 
people came to meetings 
and discussed any issues 
they had with councillors 
rather than going through 
the local press. 

She added: “It doesn’t 
help to instigate this cul¬ 
ture of blame where we are 
afraid to deal with the 
things we believe in.” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said that 
steps had been taken to 


come up with a policy to 
deal with similar situations 
in the future and this would 
be put to the council soon. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 


told Councillor Campbell 
not to take everything she 
read in the local press as 
“gospel”, adding: “When 
you put your name up for 


election you have to get 
used to this type of thing. 
Remember this is just one 
person’s view. We all have 
our ups and downs.”

Town's main concern should be to 
keep visitors, not stop attractions 


■ I WRITE as a day visitor from Taunton, Somerset, 
and am most surprised that free, fun, family activities 
provided by United Beach Missions that have been part 
of the beach for 40 years threaten to divide the commu¬ 
nity if some would be believed. 

One correspondent talked of hiring a beach hut, but 
could only have been disturbed by an event in the per¬ 
formance area of Marine Parade, unrelated to the beach. 

I know that people bring their children to your beach 
daily even from this town for the activities. Surely your 
main concern is to attract and retain visitors in a chang¬ 
ing world where holiday makers visit every beach and 
attraction during their stay. 

The improvements over the last ten years are com¬ 
mendable; the sand is used to create some impressive 
sand sculptures, the performance area has promoted a 
diverse range of items during Regatta and Carnival 
Week from different backgrounds (I presume without 
protest), the band performances are a good feature. 

You know that your beach is busy with a high turnover 
of people on a sunny day but I would expect that you 
would like them to stay more than two hours and spend 
money in the town. The Lifeboat Week and Regatta and 


Carnival Week are good for this but there are other 
weeks in the school holidays where the red shirts are the 
only provision. 

One assumes that there must be some response to what 
they do, or they would not be asking permission to put 
their resources into your town as they are in other 
places. The tug of war is very popular whether or not 
the people engage with the other activities. This is draw¬ 
ing and retaining visitors to your town. 

Some appear to be using their freedom of speech to 
prevent anyone else in a public area sharing their views 
if different. Much of this appears to be people chatting 
on a one to one.

Beautiful concert by 
the Lyme Bay Chorale 

LAST Saturday, the Lyme Bay Chorale presented a beautiful 
concert in Lyme Regis Parish Church in support of the 
Weldmar Hospicecare Trust. The choir started with a lively 
Mathias anthem "Let the people praise thee". The singers 
looked happy and sang with excellent balance and rhyth¬ 
mic precision, all eyes firmly on the conductor. They were 
also perfectly in step with the organ in the west gallery.This 
was to be the pattern for all that followed, thanks to excel¬ 
lent preparation by the choir's musical director Alex Davies, 
and superb organ accompaniment by David Bruce Payne. 

The programme continued with a verse anthem by John 
Blow, which included the first of many beautifully sung 
solos by the evening's visiting soprano, Mary Morgan. It was 
good to hear the small Lammermuir chamber organ ac¬ 
company this 18th century music, in intimate contact with 
the singers. Another splendid soloist, the baritone David 
Fouracre, then joined Mary Morgan to sing duets by Mend- 
lessohn and Thiman, sensitively accompanied by Alex 
Davies on the piano. The first half concluded with Mend- 
lessohn's"Hear My Prayer" - a grand 3 part anthem which 
includes the famous soprano solo "0 for the Wings of a 
Dove". The Lyme Bay Chorale should be very proud of their 
performance of this anthem, faultlessly sung with wide dy¬ 
namic range and clear diction. 

The second half consisted of a short but moving hymn by 
Vierne, followed by Faure's Requiem. It is thought that 
Faure composed and revised this ever-popular work over 
at least 20 years before its final publication with orchestra¬ 
tion in 1900. The version used in this concert with organ 
accompaniment appeared in 1888.The Requiem does not 
commemorate any individual or fit the liturgical pattern of 
the Mass, but was written, in Faure's own words, "for the 
pleasure of it". Perhaps it helped restore tranquillity after 
the unhappy breaking of a 5-year engagement. The music 
seems to reflect many aspects of the composer's character 
- gentle, charming, generous and supportive, but with oc¬ 
casional hints of a hidden darker side. It is full of beautiful 
melodies and the harmonic twists unique to this composer. 
The performance last Saturday was deeply moving, with a 
notably fine baritone solo from David Fouracre in Libera 
Me. 

Is there anything that this very successful concert lacked? 
How about one big solo organ solo to show off the mag¬ 
nificent lungs of the SkrabI? By RICHARD GODFREY

Meanwhile, Point has bragged to the Lieutenant of the Tower that he was 
last employed by the Archbishop of Canterbury but was fired because he of¬ 
fended His Grace's close family. He claims to have a pretty wit and can be 
merry, wise, quaint, grim and sardonic, one by one, or all at once. His chirpy 
nature is severely tested, however, when he learns that the prisoner has es¬ 
caped for this means that his beloved Elsie is no longer single. When the head 
jailer, Wilfred Shadbolt is accused of releasing the prisoner. Point persuades 
him to concoct a cock-and-bull story of how Shadbolt shot the prisoner 
through the head ~ in the hope that the prisoner will be declared dead and 
he can continue to woo his would-be-bride, Elsie."

While the maple in grief sheds its hery leaf. 
And all the trees waning, with bitter complaining. 
Chestnut, and elm, and sycamore.

And weep themselves naked and weary with woe. 

Merrily, cheerily, joyously still 
Pours out the crimson-crested tide.

"He put in a short stride and 
needed some help, but without it 
he caught the top of the fence 
and fell." 

Buckler's only other runner 
Ethiopia ran a good race in the 
Molson Coors Marathon Handi¬ 
cap Chase over 3% miles at Exeter 
earlier in the week, finishing 
fourth behind the impressive Sea 
Saffron. 

Despite James Best claiming 5lb, 
Nick Elliott's horse was still carry¬ 
ing 11st in trying conditions and 
over a longer distance than nor¬ 
mal. 

"The handicapper made it diffi¬ 


cult for him. It was a big weight to 
carry, but he ran a good race over 
a distance that is just a bit too 
long for him. 

"James took him to the front 
coming up the steep hill on the 
back straight to try and break the 
rest thinking that he would stay 
on. But it took too much out of 
him and he weakened coming 
home." 

The stable have only one runner 
this week; Double Dizzy who will 
be competing in the La Touche 
Cup over the cross country course 
at the Punchestown Spring Festi¬ 
val on Thursday. 

The 4y4 mile race worth €30k, is 
similar to the Cheltenham Festival 
course involving a variety of dif¬ 
ferent types of fences which the 
veteran 11-year-old has already 
raced over five times in his career.

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RUGBY - REVIEW OF THE SEASON 

WITH Keith Jenkin 


Windsor assignment looms large 


THE 2011/2012 rugby season is over for 
local clubs, with one very notable excep¬ 
tion. DORCHESTER, who made a very late 
run indeed, have secured themselves a 
play-off place against WINDSOR of the 
Southern Counties (North) Division. 

The game will take place at Windsor on 
April 28th, with the winners gaining a 
place in the South West Division One 
(East). 

Some six weeks ago Dorchester, who 
were enjoying a pretty good season, 
were lying around fourth in the Southern 
Counties (South) league table, and were, 
many people felt I suspect, just out of the 
promotion race. 

At That juncture I certainly felt that 
North Dorset and Sherborne had the 
bouquets sewn up between them. 

Few could have predicted Sherborne's 
implosion. They lost their last three 
games, all to teams in the lower half of 
the division, and were edged out at the 
last by Dorchester who won five out of 
their last six, and took a vital losing bonus 
point from champions. North Dorset in 
the sixth. 

The question remains, how will they 
fare at Windsor and, if they are successful, 
how will they fare next season? 

My guess is that they will be competi¬ 
tive at Windsor. Their pack is dominating 
opposition eights currently. They have a 
bit of pace and talent out wide, a sensible 
goal kicker and they showed against 
North Dorset that they are quite capable 
of "dogging it out". 

As to next season, let that look after it¬ 
self for the time being. All a club can ask 
when the season starts is that it can be in¬ 
volved up to and including the season's 
final game. Dorchester have certainly 
done so this season, and congratulations 
are due to them. 

After a bad season in 2010/2011 that 
saw them slip down into the Dorset & 
Wilts League Division Three (South), the 


Dorchester second side has roused itself 
and bounced back as champions at the 
first attempt by winning 13 of its 18 
league games. 

It has been demonstrated time and 
time again that the well being of a club 
on the field is very much attributable to 
the performance of its second side, and 
Dorchester seconds have certainly done 
all that has been asked of them this last 
season. 

The WEYMOUTH first side, while wish¬ 
ing its rivals from just up the road every 
success in their play off endeavours, will 
probably see a positive emerging if all 
does not go well for them. 

Weymouth have been existence for 
some 140 years, and have celebrated that 
fact by winning the Dorset & Wilts 
League Division One (South). 

The club's first XV will now be playing 
Southern Counties rugby in September, 
with the prospect of a local derby if 
Dorchester remain in the division. The 
have also won the Dorset & Wilts Junior 
Cup. 

I have long regarded the Weymouth 
club as the sleeping giants of local rugby 
and moreover have felt that they have 
had, within their ranks the constituent 
parts of a successful side. 

This season they have begun to play 
with a pattern with which most of their 
opponents have struggled to cope. 

They have lostjust three times, all in the 
earlier part of their campaign, and have 
amply avenged these narrow defeats 
subsequently. 

In fact they were confirmed as champi¬ 
ons with a couple of games still to be 
played and won the division with some 
comfort in spite of a very considerable in¬ 
jury list. 

They will realise of course that a consid¬ 
erable gap in standard exists between 
the old division and the new, and they 
will certainly have to keep working at it. 


If they do so and remain injury free in 
the main next season, I can see them 
making something of a mark in the 
higher division. 

I watched them play a national cup 
round against Drifters however, and felt 
that they were a little naive tactically on 
that occasion. They will certainly have to 
learn from that experience. 

Midway through the 2010/2011 season 
the Weymouth second side, who had 
been trundling around in the Dorset & 
Wilts league Division Three for several

seasons, roused itself, strung a series of 
wins together and notched a promotion 
place in the final weekend of the season. 

They entered division two, "in fear and 
trembling" rather, with the avowed inten¬ 
tion of not slipping back. 

In the event their fears proved ground¬ 
less for, in spite of the club's long injury 
list, they ended the season in the divi¬ 
sion's mid table. 

The Weymouth third side entered 
league rugby for the first time, taking its 


place in division four. 

It generally put a side out however, 
sometimes not an easy thing to do in 
view of the amount of travelling in¬ 
volved. It didn't win too many but it will 
be a better side for the experience. 

The BRIDPORT first side started the sea¬ 
son in disarray rather, it having failed to 
cope with life in the Southern Counties 
(South) Division and having been rele¬ 
gated from it the previous April. 

Their season has therefore, been one of 
consolidation and, although progress 
has certainly been made, it has often 
been a case of "a step forward, and a step 
back". 

They finished the season in the bottom 
half of the division, but I do think that 
they are a better side now than they were 
at the season's start. 

Looking at their league record over the 
season it certainly gave the impression 
that they were beating sides towards the 
end of their campaign who had bested 
them earlier.

It did gather one or two 
scalps along the way, but lacked consis¬ 
tency.

him sidelined for all the season.

A measure of the progress made during 
the campaign could be measured by a 
glance at their results obtained against 
Poole whom they played on both the 
first and last Saturdays of the season.

They always tried (and often suc¬ 
ceeded) to play open rugby, for their 
back division was their strength, and 
they ended the season in the division's 
fourth place (one place above Wey¬ 
mouth seconds).
